1. The Boston Society of Architects 
endorses the Commissions’ finding in 
Savor of designation of the Kennedy 


Building as an Historic Landmark. The 


Commissions’ report fully documents 
the buildings’ merits. Beyond the 


would like to take this opportunity to 
emphasize that the decision process in- 
volving designation of the Kennedy 
Building has raised two critical 
concerns: 


Landmark legislation as drafted is in- 
adequate; it does not protect a group 
of buildings in a densely developed 
downtown which embody the same 
qualities which the legislation seeks to 
protect in single buildings. Many 
historic buildings are as important in 
their relationships to each other as they 
are in their presence alone. 


A fully independent economic analysis 
should be conducted of the Kennedy 
Building reuse capabilities. The Boston 
Society of Architects is aware of the 
public debate which has focused on the 
building reuse potential. The site is too 
important to remain unutilized, and an 
independent confirmation of its reuse 
capabilities is essential. If it is deter- 
mined that adequate reuse potential 
does not exist, then a public planning 
process should be initiated which in- 
volves careful establishment of design 
guidelines to govern new development. 
The Boston Society of Architects 
would look forward to active participa- 
tion in such a process. 


The beneficial attributes of the Ken- 
nedy Building are vital to the economic 
well being and enjoyment of Down- 
town Crossing. These attributes must 
be preserved.

Harleston Parker Medal 1982 


In 1921, J. Harleston Parker, Boston 
architect, and a principal in the firm 
Parker, Thomas and Rice established the 
‘*Harleston Parker Medal’’ in memory of 
his father by presenting $1,000 to the City 
of Boston to be held in perpetual trust. 
The income of the bequest was for a gold 
medal to be awarded to such architects or 
firms which in the opinion of the Boston 
Society of Architects shall have ‘‘com- 
pleted the erection for any public citizen, 
association, corporation, or public 
authority, the most beautiful piece of 
architecture, building, monument or struc- 
ture within the City or Metropolitan 
Parks District limits. Mr. Parker’s idea in 
creating the bequest was to stimulate the 
appreciation of good architecture by the 
public, and to give public recognition by 
the city of architects who have succeeded 
in doing what, in the opinion of the 
Boston Society of Architects is excep- 
tionally good work.

AIA to Receive 1983 Institute Honor 


Paul Stevenson Oles, AIA, architect, 
artist, teacher and author of the interna- 
tionally acclaimed textbook Architectural 
Illustration: The Value Delineation Pro- 
cess, has been selected to receive a 1983 
Institute Honor from The American Insti- 
tute of Architects for his work in the field 
of architectural drawing. 


The Institute Honors recognize distin- 
guished achievements that enhance or in- 
fluence the environment and the archi- 
tectural profession. 


The award will be presented to Steve dur- 
ing the 1983 AIA National Convention in 
New Orleans, May 22-25. 


Oles, whose accomplishments span a wide 
range of architectural activities, has ‘‘long 
been the illustrator of choice for many of 
the nation’s finest architects. As an archi- 
tect with a sophisticated eye and a creative 
mind, he has lent his gifted hand to help- 
ing other designers search for, discover 
and communicate solutions to diverse 
architectural problems,”’ noted the AIA 
Jury on Institute Honors, chaired by 
Thomas S. Marvel, FAIA, of Hato Rey, 
Puerto Rico. ‘‘He has explored new direc- 
tions in the graphic presentation of build- 
ings. As a teacher, he has communicated 
the intricacies of his art to a whole 
generation of architecture students.”’ 


After receiving architectural degrees from 
Texas Tech and Yale Universities, Oles, 
who is a native of Midland, Texas, work- 
ed as an architect for The Architects Col- 
laborative (with Walter Gropius), Cam- 
bridge Seven Associates and the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. He spent 
a year as architectural director of REDE, 
a not-for-profit multidisciplinary design 
institute in Providence, and in 1971 
founded Interface Architects, of which he 
is currently principal architect.

Harvard grew slowly over time, beginning 
as a cluster of three separate buildings on 
a green. For the most part it has kept sur- 
prisingly close to its original village-like 
character, its almost primitive austerity. 
Simple self-contained squarish buildings 
sit apart from one another on a green 
lawn under a leaf canopy. There is little 
other detail. The typical Harvard experi- 
ence is one of walking through the 
weather from one building to another. 
Many distinguished architects have work- 
ed over a period of 250 years in this set- 
ting, some accepting and others changing 
it; among them Charles Bulfinch, H. H. 
Richardson, LeCorbusier, Josep Lluis 
Sert, and the firm of Shepley Bulfinch 
Richardson and Abbott.

Wallpaper, A History by Francoise 
Teynec, Pierre Nolot, Jean-Denis Vivien. 


Informative text and good color reproduc- 
tions make this a valuable documentation 
of the history of decorative art. The 
history gives a blend of social, cultural, 
technological, and economic background. 
Wallpaper is traced from its first recorded 
use in the Middle Ages to the latest exam- 
ples reflecting the discoveries of NASA. 
Part 1 has chapters on the origins of 
wallpaper up to machine printing. Part 2 
discusses the industrial age from William 
Morris & Jugendstil to papers printed in 
this decade. Part 3 has illustrations of 
wallpaper and the arts. The final chapter 
is on manufacturing techniques.

Common Landscape of America by John 
R. Stilgoe 


This book is an exploration of the aspects 
of American culture evolving from the 
man-made environment. It takes a look at 
the panorama of American cultural traits 
as they appear in the built forms from 
1580-1845. The author begins with early 
modern Europe as the influence on the 
Spanish Southwest, Tidewater areas, New 
England, and Pennsylvania-New York as 
the four areas upon which the study is 
concentrated. Stilgoe’s focus is later on 
three themes of Post-Revolution America 
— agriculture, community, and artifice 
(which he defines as early industry). In all 
these areas he studies the buildings, social 
activities, land plotting, etc.

Efforts To Restore A Building Code Agency 


The Building Code Task Force of the 
Massachusetts Construction Industry 
Council (MCIC), of which the BSA Code 
Committee is a member, has been meeting 
with officials of the Dukakis Administra- 
tion in order to resolve the problems be- 
ing caused by the lack of an agency per- 
manently responsible for the State 
Building Code. 


Three Cabinet Secretaries and the DCPO 
Director met with the MCIC task force on 
1/28. Present for the administration were 
Frank Keefe (Administration and Finance), 
Amy Anthony (Housing and Community 
Development), Charles Barry (Public 
Safety), and Tunney Lee (Division of 
Capital Planning and Operation). Since 
then, the MCIC task force has met with 
John Judge, staff to the Development 
Cabinet, and with Secretary of Public 
Safety Charles Barry. 


The background of the problem is that 
the Legislature abolished the State 
Building Code Commission in the summer 
of 1981, while leaving intact the statutory 
authorities of that agency (appeals, code 
amendments, interpretations, product ap- 
provals, laboratory certification, etc.). By 
an Executive Order issued by Governor 
King in September, 1981, the respon- 
sibilities for the State Building Code were 
assigned on an emergency basis to the 
Division of Inspections, Department of 
Safety. 


Since then, the Division of Inspections 
under John Olson has administered the 
state’s responsibilities for the building 
code. The Divison has: 


— cleared up the backlog of appeals, and 
now hears appeals on a monthly basis; 


— put into effect on 9/1/82 the already 
established Construction Supervisors 
Licensing program, issuing 41,000 licenses 
under the ‘‘grandfather’’ procedure, and 
issuing another several hundred following 
written examinations; 


— issued a few code amendments (on 
sprinklers and on licensing). 


The Division of Inspection has managed 
to accomplish all this despite staff cut- 
backs. Under the circumstances, they have 
done a good job. 


The problems being addressed by the Ad- 
ministration and MCIC task force are 
both long range and short term. On the 
short term, what can be done to improve 
the appeals process; the industry percep- 
tion is that an appeal from the decision of 
a local inspector to a trio of state inspec- 
tors might not be worth the effort. 


On the long term, all involved are wres- 
tling with the issues of establishing an 
agency properly funded and professionally 
staffed that can administer the State 
Building Code and all its responsibilities. 
The House of Representatives still seems 
hostile to any type of proposal that would 
reinstitute the old ‘‘State Building Code 
Commission’”’ and that opposition has to 
be dealt with. 


The Legislature has commenced its legisla- 
tive hearings, and various bills regarding 
the building code are now in the process 
of being heard. You will be hearing much 
more on this issue in the months ahead.
